The Herpetology Glass Jar Collection and Sale 


The research collection of the Department 
of Herpetology contains a limited supply of 
antique glass specimen jars, which were 
purchased between 1906 and 1920. These 
jars were custom designed and hand-blown. 
The lid of each jar was individually ground 
to assure a Virtually airtight fit, thus making 
them functional as well as beautiful. 


It seems fitting to give Academy members 
an opportunity to obtain these jars that have 
served us for so many years. 


The jars can be used for many purposes. 
They can provide storage for spices, 
spaghetti, cookies, or candy. A set of 
various sizes can be a decorative kitchen- 
canister set. Seashells, rocks, or flower 
arrangements can be displayed inside. 


The sizes of the jars range from approx- 
imately 6 oz. to 150 oz., and the prices 
range from $4.50 to 30.00. For a price list
